WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential 
spokesman Jody Powell, conceding 
that Jimmy Carter and his campaign 
committee owe more than $1,700 for 
flights on an airplane owned by a bank 
Bert Lance once headed, says a 
complete review of Carter’s campaign 
records may take four years. 
Powell said Monday that the tab for 
flights in 1975 and 1976 on the plane of 
the National Bank of Georgia was 
$1,793.70. 
He said the C arter cam paign 
committee would use leftover cam ­ 
paign funds to reimburse the bank at 
least $865.80. Carter could end up 
paying the remaining $927.90 if it is 
determined that the flights involved 
were not legitimate campaign ex­ 
penses, the spokesman said. 
Powell said at the daily White House 
news briefing that “the President has 
decided he will personally reimburse 
any portion of the flights that were not 
campaign expenditures.” 
The press secretary said the five 
flights in the twin-engine Beechcraft 
airp lan e carried C arter around 
G eorgia and into Tennessee for 
campaign events, meetings, a dinner 
with Lance and a vacation at a coastal 
resort. 
Lance, Carter’s budget director, is a 
longtim e personal friend of the 
President and was head of the National 
Bank of Georgia at the time of the 
flights. 
Questions about the flights arose last 
Thursday when Lance held a news 
conference after the Comptroller of the 
Currency released a report on the 
personal finances of the budget 
director. 
The report said an in­ 
vestigation had found no evidence to 
w arrant criminal prosecution of Lance 
in connection with his personal 
finances. 


The biggest questions involve a 
flight on June 13 to Sea Island, Ga., 
from Americus, Ga., and a return 
flight on June 19. Powell said Carter 
has asked White House Counsel Robert 
Upshutz to ask the Federal Election 
Commission to determine who should 
pay for the flights, valued at $657.90. 
Powell said Monday accountants 
and the commission are reviewing 
campaign records from Carter’s 1976 
campaign. He predicted it may be 1981 
before the review is completed. 


Although Carter flew to Sea Island 
for a vacation after the last round of 
presidential primary elections, he met 
there with campaign aides, plotted 
strategy for the Democratic National 
Convention and talked about the vice 
presidential selection process, Powell 
said. 
If the flights were campaign-related, 
and the bank was not reimbursed, they 
could be considered bank contributions 
to the Carter campaign, which would 
be illegal. 


If free use of the aircraft was not 
reported, that also could be considered 
a violation of federal campaign ex­ 
penditure reporting laws. 


Powell, asked whether any cam­ 
paign laws had been violated, said: 
“Clearly, you are supposed to reim­ 
burse on a campaign expense.” 


He said the campaign committee 
already has paid $150,000 to reimburse 
corporations for use of private air­ 
craft. 
Inferior Department Asks 
Regulations To Save Farms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Interior 
Department, hoping to save the family 
farm, is proposing regulations that 
would force huge corporate interests in 
17 states to sell more than a million 
acres in the arid West. 
The regulations, which would go into 
effect in 90 days unless blocked by 
lawsuits, would require corporations, 
investors and other large landowners 
to sell property they hold in excess of 
amounts allowed in a little-enforced 
1902 law. 
The law was passed to place a 160- 
acre limit on the property a landowner 
may 
irrigate from federal 
water 
projects. 
In announcing the proposal Monday, 
Interior Secretary Cecil D. Andrus 
noted that Congress designed water 
projects worth billions of dollars 
“primarily to place small farmers on 
the land.” He said the new regulations 
are 
designed 
to 
carry 
out 
that 
congressional directive. 


“Let me 
emphasize that these 
proposed regulations are not designed 
to jeopardize legitimate family farm 
operations,” Andrus said. “They are 
designed to help the family farmer, not 
agribusiness.” 
Officials said they expect the rules to 
be challenged by landowning interests. 
For more than 20 years the federal 
Bureau of Reclamation has financed 
water projects that convert marginal 
land into some of the nation’s most 
valuable agricultural acreage. But 
critics have maintained that large 
corporations and absentee owners 
benefitted most from the policy. 
The department’s new regulations 
would apply only to “excess lands.” 
But Andrus said restrictions for other 
lands “ will be prepared as soon as 
practicable.”

Elvis Presley Leaves 
Estate To His Family 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — Elvis 
P resley, who gave diam onds to 
girlfriends and Cadillacs to strangers, 
left his fortune to his family and ex­ 
cluded his former wife and his fiancee 
in his will. 
The will, filed for probate Monday, 
likely will be “the biggest ever filed in 
the state of Tennessee,” said Probate 
Court Judge Joseph Evans. 
Presley, 42, was found unconscious 
at his Graceland mansion last Tuesday 
and pronounced dead of a heart attack 
at Baptist Hospital. 
An inventory of Presley’s wealth, 
expected to be several million dollars, 
is being prepared and court officials 
said it may be longer than the usual 
two months before it can be filed. 
“The size and complexity of it may 
cause them to run into difficulty in 
filing it in 60 days,” Probate Court 
Clerk Bobby Dunavant said. 
The rock ’n’ roll superstar’s 62-year- 
old father, Vernon Presley, once a 
Mississippi sharecropper, was named 
executor of the will. 
The 13-page document was drawn up 
at Presley’s Graceland mansion and 
dated March 3, 1977. It was witnessed 
by Charles Hodge, Presley’s guitarist; 
Ginger Alden, his fiance; and Ann 
Dewey Smith, wife of Vernon Presley’s 
attorney, Beecher Smith IL 


The will was recorded and filed 
during a 20-minute session before 
Judge Evans. The elder Presley, Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith and Hodge were 
present at the filing. 
In his will, the singer directed that 
the net income of his estate go to his 
father; his 9-year-old daughter, lisa 
Marie; his grandmother, Minnie Mae 
Presley; and “such other relatives of 
mine living at the time of my death 
who ... are ui need of assistance for 
health, education, support, com ­ 
fortable maintenance and welfare.” 
The will directs that Vernon Presley 
receive his son’s personal property, 
“ including trophies and other items 
accum ulated by me during* my 
professional career.” 
The docum ent gave the elder 
Presley “ com plete freedom and 
discretion as to disposal of any and all 
such property so long as he shall act in 
good faith and in the best interest of 
my estate.” 
The will said that upon the deaths of 
Minnie Mae Presley and 
Vernon 
Presley, a trust be created for Usa 
Marie Presley, which will be turned 
over to her when she reaches age 25. 
Besides excluding his former wife 
and his fiancee, the will named no 
charitable 
organization 
as 
a 
beneficiary.

Each also 
would be permitted to lease an ad­ 
ditional 160 acres. 
But corporate ownership of the af­ 
fected farmlands would be limited to 
small, family corporations under the 
proposed regulations, Higginson said. 
Since the productivity of the land, 
valued at about $1,000 an acre, already 
has been demonstrated, small farmers 
apparently would be able to finance 
th eir purchases with loans from 
commercial banks and federal lending 
institutions.

They 
also placed a tiny umbrella-like dev ice 
in a v ein to prev ent further clotting , 
the hospital spokeswoman said. 
Pidg eon was one of Holly wood’s 
romantic box office attractions in the 
19 40s, making his name in a series of 
mov ies opposite British actress Greer 
Garson. 
Among them was “ Mrs. Miniv er," 
the 1941 story of an Eng lish family ’s 
courag e during the German blitz of 
World War II. Years later, Pidg eon 
still was being called “ Mr. Miniv er” 
on the streets of Ijondon and Paris.

Dayton Police To V ote 
O n M ultiyear Contract 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - The 479 
members of the Dayton Fraternal 
Order of Police vote tonight on a 
multiyear contract. 
Dwight Brannon, FOP attorney, said 
the police negotiating committee will 
recommend 
acceptance 
of 
the 
proposed contract, and FOP President 
Ronald Brandenburg said: “We feel 
confident the membership will ap­ 
prove.” 
Meanwhile, police continued their 
normal routine. 
The pact was spawned in a weekend 
of marathon bargaining which saw 
negotiators haggle 23 straight hours 
Friday and Saturday and again for 
eight hours Sunday. 
Details were not revealed, but police 
were reported happy with it and said to 
feel it was a better contract than 
firemen won two weeks ago. 
Police officers in this city of 206,000 
had sought wage and fringe benefit 
increases totaling $1.08 an hour. That 
would have raised the starting pay to 
$7.86 an hour during the first year of 


the contract, and to $8.32 the second 
year. It included a 15-cent an hour cost 
of living allowance and a 12-cent an 
hour medical insurance allowance. 


The tentative pact*reportedly is for 
less than three years, either 24 or 30 
months, and reportedly is retroactive 
to March I when the old two-year 
contract expired. 


Police and the city’s nearly 375 
firefighters earned the same pay —

The firefighters struck Aug. 8 and 
stayed out 59 hours before agreeing to 
a two-year pact that gave them a total 
of 50 cents an hour more in wages and 
cost-of-living pay, plus a reduction in 
their work week from 52 to 50 hours.

Miss Dunn, who announces cheer­ 
fully she is “55 and over the hill,” is a 
food nutrition specialist with the 
University of Wisconsin Extension. 
She works from an office crammed 
with canning lids, notebooks and piles 
of the 43 food information pamphlets 
she has written for the Extension. She 
says she gets about 30 calls a day from 
people who have questions on nutrition 
and food. 
Miss Dunn, settling back casually 
with her right foot propped on the chair 
seat, recalls some of the questions. 
“There’s this one: ‘Grandma died 
and we’re cleaning out her basement. 
We’ve found food from umpteen years 
back and we can use it, can’t we?”’ 
She grimaces. “I tell them, umpteen 
years you’ve lived without it and I 
want you to go on living.” 
She admits her telephone manner is 
occasionally abrasive. 
“I get a little impatient,” she says. 
“I always say if anyone talked to me 
like I talk to some of them, I’d hang up 
on me. But you’re taking such a 
chance. You have a product that could 
mean death and you’re being sloppy 
with it.”

Toledo Schools 
Face Deficit 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — City school 
officials face a deficit of up to $6.7 
million by the end of the year and must 
decide whether to delay the start of 
classes 34 days or end them perhaps 43 
days early. 
City School Supt. Frank Dick would 
not comment Monday on what he 
would recommend to the Board of 
Education, scheduled to meet late 
Tuesday. 
“We thought it was grim before, but 
this is more awesome than anyone 
imagined,” Dick said. He referred to a 
report by state Auditor Thomas E. 
Ferguson that recommended those 
choices. Ferguson said the deficit 
could escalate by $4.9 million, 
depending 
on 
interpretation 
of 
unemployment compensation laws. 
Toledo’s 55,700 students lost 13 
classroom days last year when the 
system ran out of money. It is the 
fourth, and by far the largest, school 
district in Ohio to be notified this 
month it doesn’t have enough money to 
last until Dec. 31. Twenty-seven other 
districts have asked for an audit, in­ 
dicating officials feel they will run out 
of money in the next four; months. 
Toledo voters have rejected new 
school tax proposals four times in the 
past two years. 
Ferguson based his lower estimate 
on a report the district would not have 
to pay unemployment compensation to 
affected school employes if it opened 
late instead of closing early. If this 
proves not to be the case, state 
examiners said the deficit could go up 
by $4.9 million to cover unemployment 
costs and salaries of skeletal staff. 
State school officials previously 
gave permission for the Scioto Valley 
District in southern Ohio to delay the 
start of classes from Aug. 25 until Sept.

CUYAHOGA FALLS. Ohio (AP) - 
The united front presented by com­ 
munities comprising the Wholesale 
Consumers of Ohio Edison (WCOE) in 
their fight against electric rate hikes 
may be threatened Tuesday when 
Mayor Robert J. Quirk visits a 
Washington law firm. 
Quirk said he will talk Tuesday with 
the firm of Spiegel and McDiarmid 
about a new plan to fight a proposed 
35.9 per cent rate hike by Ohio Edison. 
Cuyahoga Falls is the largest 
member of WCOE, a group of 21 
northeast Ohio communities that buy 
power wholesale from Ohio Edison for 
distribution to municpal customers. 
During the last two rounds of 
negotiations with Ohio Edison, WCOE 
has 
been 
represented 
by 
the 
Washington law firm of Duncan, Allen 
and Mitchel. 
But Quirk said he feels that firm is 
more willing to go through traditional 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
procedures than to break new ground 
through litigation. 
The mayor said he will visit the firm 
of Spiegel and McDiarmid, which won 
a case on an FPC procedure involving 
a municipal electric system in 
Arkansas that was upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
And in a West Virginia rate case, 
Quirk said Spiegal and McDiarmid 
won a reduction from 105 per cent to 6 
per cent. 
The mayor tried two years ago to 
switch law firms representing WCOE, 
but failed to win majority support 
among WCOE members or his own 
city council. 
Quirk said he is considering using his 
city’s law department in the Ohio 
Edison rate case and hiring Spiegal 
and McDiarmid as a consultant. That 
decision would mean a split with 
WCOE.

wholesale consumer group will meet 
Thursday in Wadsworth to discuss 
legal and technical representation. 
As the largest WCOE member, 
Cuyahoga Falls paid about $42,000 of 
the $404,565 spent for legal and 
engineering services in the 1975 rate 
hike battle with Ohio Edison.

Why Don't Fish Get Cancer?

NEW YORK — Skin divers have 
more fun than anybody. Part of the fun 
is watching fish make suckers out of 
fishermen. . . 
“I was loafing around on a piece of 
coral in Biscayne Bay when a charter 
fishing boat dropped anchor right over 
me,” recalled a friend named John 
Tassos, a businessman who would 
rather plunge in the ocean than the 
stock market. 
“A total of seven lines were dropped 
down, all of them hooked with shrimp. 
“The area was loaded with big, 
beautiful snapper. But the snapper 
were overloaded with food. You never 
saw such bloated fish. There’s so much 
natural food on those reefs, not one of 
them had an appetite. 
“About 15 minutes went by, and the 
lines were raised. They came down 
again, this time hooked with conch. 
The fish, frankly were bored. 
“Pretty soon, the lines went up again 
and then came down with slivers of 
mullet. 
“I think by this time the fish were 
just plain disgusted, having to duck the 
bait as they swam around.” 
Tassos grinned, remembering that 
the charter boat stayed most of the 
afternoon, trying to entice the hun­ 
dreds of snapper with all manner of 
lures. 
He could 
visualize 
the 
frustration above — the sunburns, the 
beer, the curses. 
“It’s great fun, down under, lying 
back, watching the lines drop and pull 
up. Finally, when the anchor was 
raised, the fish and I were left alone— 
at last. It’s vastly amusing, watching 
fish turn their enemy into fools . . .” 
Judith Joye, who skin-dives for 
profit and medical research as well as 
fun, posed a question: 
“Fish don’t get cancer. Has it ever 
occurred to you to wonder why? 
“It’s because,” she answered her­ 
self, “there are drugs in the sea that 
cure tuberculosis, that inhibit cardiac 
attacks, that relax muscles, that are 
anti-coagulants. And there are drugs 
, in the sea that can regress malignant 
tumors in animals. I feel the cure for 
cancer is down there — and that’s all 
I’d care to say about cancer right now, 
because I know how heartbreaking it is 
» to hold out hope to victuns when you 
don’t have the cure right in your 
pocket.” 
Judy, who spent years diving said, 
• “Life began in the sea, and I believe it 
holds a lot of life-saving answers. I 
know it has curative powers.” On a 
research expedition several years ago 
• for Columbia University, she was 
> collecting sponges off the coast of 
Pureto Rico. For weeks, she had had 
an open sore on her foot, which she 
carefully bandaged during dives. 
“Finally, I had the logical thought of 
leaving off the bandage, since the 
wound wasn’t actively bleeding, and 


within two days it had healed 
beautifully. The sponges I was 
collecting, which were highly an­ 
tibiotic in content, did the job. No 
wonder fish are so healthy.” 
Movies, particularly in the last three 
years, have given Americans the 
impression that the skin-diver’s 
number one potential enemy is the 
shark. 
Tassos and Joye echo the sentiment 
of most skin divers: shark scares are 
good for thrilling adventure plots, but 
are not valid in real sub-aquatic life. 
“We all have a respect for sharks,” 
Judy conceded (she, herself, was the 
first woman to be caught on TV hand- 
feeding both a shark and a moray eel), 
“but personally the only sea animal I 
fear is the turtle. 
“Turtles,” she proclaimed, “are 
stupid. But then, I’m prejudiced. A 
turtle’s the only thing that ever bit me. 


I was shooting underwater films and a 
big turtle became attracted to the 
wires attached to my camera and tried 
to eat them. I saw an end of the wires 
coming out of his mouth, and grabbed 
for it, and he got furious and took a nip 
out of my leg.” The nip left a dark 
scar. “I’ve discovered,” she said, 
“that even male divers who play with 
sharks for the heck of it will, when they 
see a turtle, drop down and give it the 
right of way. 
“Fortunately, we don’t see too many 
turtles.” 
As for sharks, “I know a lot more 
people who eat shark than I know 
sharks who would eat people. Shark 
meat, smoked, goes very well with 
martinis. And a lot of stores and 
restaurants sell shark under the labels 
of swordfish and lake sturgeon. Makes 
you wonder who the real predators are

NEW YORK (AP) - Some of the 
economic scholars whose research and 
analysis provide us with our view of 
the economic and business world have 
a feeling we may be too hard on our­ 
selves. 
A bias seems to exist, they say, that 
causes a good many Americans to 
view with great concern any economic 
development that cannot be called a 
sharp improvement. There is no in- 
between, they say; if it isn’t very, very 
good, then its terribly bad. 
There is the notion, for example, that 
the economy is always in trouble and 
that we are still suffering the lingering 
impact of the great recession of 1973- 
1975. But some scholars say the 
recovery has been a good one, better 
than in other developed nations. 
Philip A. Klein and Geoffrey Moore, 
both of the National Bureau of 
Economic Research, observe that U.S. 
industrial production had more than 
recovered the 15 per cent recession 
decline by May of this year. 
By contrast, the recoveries of two 
other industrial giants, West Germany 
and Japan are “even now less than 
complete,” the authors say. 
Writing in “Economic Outlook 
USA,” published by the University of 
Michigan Survey Research Center, the 
two economists reach this encouraging 
conclusion: 
“Among the three major industrial 
economies of the noncommunist 
world, the United States has not only 
made the most complete recovery ... 
but its prospects for the immediate 
future seem to be brighter also.”

of employment-unemployment to back 
their contention that things aren’t 
really as gloomy as sometimes they 
might be painted. 
With the spotlight on the jobless rate, 
which was 6.9 per cent of the civilian 
labor force in July, relatively little 
attention has been paid to the sharp 
rise in total employment. 
During the first nine quarters of the 
recovery, employment has grown by 
7.1 per cent, notes Citibank, “the best 
showing for any recovery period in the 
post-World War II era. 
The reason the jobless rate has 
remained so high is not so much that 
the supply of jobs has been con­ 
strained, it states, but “rather, that the 
demand for employment has been very 
strong, causing an influx of women, 
teenagers and parttime applicants. 
Another discussion, a lively one, is 
taking place over the rate at which 
people are saving and spending. Stock 
market analysts especially seem to be 
concerned that the consumer has been 
spending too freely and soon will be 
forced to cut back. 
This, they say, could be interpreted 
as one of the first indications of an 
economy that will slow and perhaps 
even stall and fall back into recession. 
Though speculative, the interpretation 
seems to be influential. 
Other students of savings-spending- 
debt observe, however, that while 
spending has been a pleasant surprise, 
there is little indication that con­ 
sumers are getting themselves into 
deep financial trouble.

My friend is 42. Last year, he had a 
mild heart attack. When he was told 
that this was caused by hardening of 
the arteries he became so depressed 
and nervous that now he smokes three 
packs of cigarettes a day and has 
gained weight from beer drinking. 
How long can he keep doing this 
without killing himself? 
Miss D. E., Pa. 
Dear Miss E.: 
Most reasonable, mature men, 
having suffered even a mild heart 
attack, are so glad to be alive that they 
adhere to all of the doctors’ 
suggestions. 
Sensibly, they usually cut out all 
tobacco and keep their weight down to 
an ideal level. They try to reduce their 
tensions and eliminate the factors that 
are now known to be responsible for 
early arteriosclerosis and heart at­ 
tacks. 
Your friend’s behavior is certainly 
paradoxical. He seems to be on a 
course of self-destruction. The ex­ 
planation for this behavior may lie 
deep within his psychological struc­ 
ture. If you are to continue to be his 
friend for a long time, you and his 
doctors must coordinate your efforts to 
induce him to get some psychological 
help. Only in this way can he gain some 
insight into the reasons why he is 
trying to destroy himself. 
Perhaps this bit of information may 
alter his thinking. A five-year study of 
more than 300 patients showed that 
men on restricted, low-fat, low- 
cholesterol diets, in the absence of 
tobacco, 
developed 
far 
fewer 
recurrences of heart attacks than did 
others who did not adhere to such 


limitations. 
Their conclusion: “The reduction of 
weight and the reduction of saturated 
animal fats can add years to the lives 
of those who have once suffered a 
coronary heart attack.” 


I have severe allergies at various 
times of the year. Can you tell me if it 
is safe for people with such allergies to 
wear contact lenses? 
Miss D. S., Mich. 
Dear Miss S.: 
It is said to be very rare for an 
allergic person to be allergic to the 
plastic used in hard or soft contact 
lenses. 
Sometimes, patients have been 
found to be allergic to the solutions 
used to clean the lenses. 
One of the distressing symptoms of 
nasal allergies is redness of the eyes, 
itching of the eyes and watery eyes. 
The degree varies, depending on the 
severity of the allergy and the ex­ 
posure to the offending pollen. 
There is no universal rule about the 
use of contact lenses in such cases. 
Each individual must have this 
evaluated by an eye specialist. By trial 
and error, allergic patients can learn if 
they can tolerate contact lenses.

With the instinct of a homing pigeon, 
he heads straight for the first bargain 
of the day — 10 pounds of potatoes for 
$1.19. 


He ignores displays that would 
tempt a less-determined shopper. 
Forty-five 
minutes and three 
supermarkets later, Biesdorf has 
finished this week’s shopping for 
hiiruself and his wife. He has spent 
$16.82, Everything he bought was on 
sale. 
Biesdorf, a consumer economist and 
Cornell University professor who 
came to this country from West 
(lennany in 1950, is a super shopper, 
the kind of per.son who is known in the 
grocery business as a ‘‘cherry picker.” 
He buys only the specials. 
The slender, balding educator 
believes that professionalism in 
shopping 
can 
save 
consumers 
thousands of dollars. He looks on 
shopping and buying as a challenge. A 
tour of his house ~ “ I bought it at half 
price" — is accompanied by a running 
commentary on prices and discounts 
for products ranging from appliances 
to clolhuig 
“ Tliat’s a $189 typewriter. I picked it 
up hardly used, three or four years old, 
for about $60 ... My eyes are always 
going." 
Biesdorf never skips an opportunity 
to hunt for a bargain. Waiting for a 
visitor whose plane was delayed, he 
drove to a nearby shopping center - 
just to see what was available. 
“ I said, ‘Ix)ok, what have you got?” ’ 
Biesdorf recalls. He was told there 


were $10 shirts on sale at three for $10. 
“ I said, ‘Hey, that’s interesting. I^et 
me see.’ I probably have 30, 40, 50 
shirts at home. I wear out a lot of 
shirts. And I ’m never going to pay $10 
for a $10 shirt. Why should I? So I 
bought two 
$3.33 for a $10 shirt. Half 
of the stuff in my house was bought 
ju.st that way.” 
Biesdorf concedes that most people 
would not want that many shirts, but 
he argues that the principle is im­ 
portant It is a principle which forms 
one of his basic rules for shopping; 
Buy when the price is right. And when 
the price is right, buy a lot, 
Biesdorf, along with two colleagues 
at Cornell, has turned his principles 
into a kit, “ Besa Better Shopper — 
Buying in Supermarkets,” first 
publi.shed by the New York State 
Extension Service nine years ago and 
recently issued in a revised edition. 
The tour of his house includes a look 
at what he calls ‘‘my own supermarket 
in my own home.” He has a separate 
room for storing groceries — five ^ 
ounce containers of salt, bought at a 
nickel each instead of the regular 23- 
cent price; cases of canned peaches, 
nine pounds of spaghetti, vinegar by 
the gallon, noodles. 
This supply is the reason that 
Biesdorf spent less than $17 on 
groceries this week. He bought only 
the bargains. Anything else he needs, 
he will draw from his storeroom, 
replacing items only when the price is 
right. 
Biesdorf and his wife, who is 
studying for a degree in social work, 
share the shopping chores, depending 
on who has more time. He starts his 
shopping each week by going through

Schlesinger Says Energy Firms 
Alw ays W ant M ore Profit 


WASHINGTON (A P) — No matter 
how much profit petroleum companies 
make, says Energy Secretary James 
Sehlesinger, they always want more, 
and they don’t really need it. 
But Sehlesinger says he thinks the 
companies will accept the energy bill 
passed by the House, even with its 
price controls and taxes, rather than 
fight it to a standstill in the Senate and 
be stuck indefinitely with existing 
regulations. 
In his first on-the-record interview 
since 
taking 
office 
on 
Aug. 
5 , 
Sehlesinger said the prices allowed by 
the bill offer petroleum companies 
adequate incentives to produce more 
oil and gas, and higher prices would 
risk generating excess profits for 
company stockholders. 
“Greed, of course, is an unflattering 
term,” Sehlesinger said in answer to a 
question about the companies' in­ 
tentions. 
“ But if one employs it, one must 
recognize that greed is the virtue that 
drives the free enterprise system, the 
desire to acquire substantial profits.’’ 
As the nation's first secretary of 
energy, Sehlesinger also said he will 
take a close look at the jacking up of 
world uranium prices by an 
in­ 
ternational cartel, and the possible 
involvement of U.S. energy com­ 
panies. 
On another subject, he said the 
Carter administration may favor an 
overland pipeline through Canada for 
Alaskan natural gas if it would be 
cheaper for U.S. consumers than a 
pipeline through Alaska that would 
require costly tanker shipments to the 
West Coast. U.S. and Canadian 
representatives are discussing the 
pipeline question. 
Sehlesinger said he 
may 
enter 
negotiations with Canada in time to 
permit a policy recommendation by 
President Carter soon after Congress 
reconvenes next Sept. 7.

WASHINGTON (AP) — No matter 
how much profit petroleum companies 
make, says Energy Secretary Jam es 
Schlesinger, they always want more, 
and they don’t really need it. 
But Schlesinger says he thinks the 
companies will accept the energy bill 
passed by the House, even with its 
price controls and taxes, rather than 
fight it to a standstill in the Senate and 
be stuck indefinitely with existing 
regulations. 
In his first on-the-record interview 
since 
taking 
office 
on 
Aug. 
5, 
Schlesinger said the prices allowed by 
the bill offer petroleum companies 
adequate incentives to produce more 
oil and gas, and higher prices would 
risk generating excess profits for 
company stockholders. 
“Greed, of course, is an unflattering 
term,” Schlesinger said in answer to a 
question about the companies’ in­ 
tentions. 
“ But if one employs it, one must 
recognize that greed is the virtue that 
drives the free enterprise system, the 
desire to acquire substantial profits.” 
As the nation’s first secretary of 
energy, Schlesinger also said he will 
take a close look at the jacking up of 
world uranium prices by an in­ 
ternational cartel, and the possible 
involvement of U.S. energy com­ 
panies. 
On another subject, he said the 
Carter administration may favor an 
overland pipeline through Canada for 
Alaskan natural gas if it would be 
cheaper for U.S. consumers than a 
pipeline through Alaska that would 
require costly tanker shipments to the 
West Coast. U.S. and Canadian 
representatives are discussing the 
pipeline question. 
Schlesinger said he 
may

negotiations with Canada in time to 
permit a policy recommendation by 
President Carter soon after Congress 
reconvenes next Sept. 7.

The result is some good news-bad

The good news is that Curtis, one of 
the N FL’s premier wide receivers, is 
no longer a strongside flanker. That 
means most teams won’t have to issue 
double coverage to the fleet deep 
threat. 
He is now a weakside split end, 
which is bad news for defensive backs 
who will have to handle him one-on- 
one. 
The strategy behind the move is 
simple. 
“ We’re going to try to get Isaac 
Curtis the ball as many times as we 
can ," said Bengals’ Coach B ill 
Johnson. "There’s no secret about it. 
It’s common knowledge.” 
In football jargon, weakside means 
Curtis will be positioned on the op­ 
posite end of the tight end—or away 
from the side which the offense most 
frequently attacks. 
“ Through the years, the receiver 
who plays on the weakside probably 
gets 
more 
opportunities," 
said 
Johnson. 
" It ’s a smart move," said Detroit 
Lions’ veteran cornerback Levi 
Johnson. "That way he avoids getting 
bumped 
and 
draws 
one-on-one 
coverage." 
Curtis expects to be busier than 
ever. 
"They can’t spend too much time 
with double coverage or rolling up on 
the weak side. They can’t ignore the 
strength," he said. 
Curtis, in his fifth professional 


season since being drafted as a first 
round choice out of San Diego State in 
1973, is one of the fastest men in the 
N FL. 


He has averaged more than 40 
catches in each of the past four years 
for a gaudy 19.8 average per reception. 


But last year, he had only six touch­ 
down catches—a career low. 


A couple seasons ago, he expressed 
unhappiness over the infrequency he 
was being used. There was even talk 
he wanted traded. But that cooled after 
1975 when he nearly surpassed the 
1.000-yard mark in receptions. 


Curtis is happy with the switch. He 
said the pass routes are basically the 
same. "The only difference is that 
there aren’t as many people.”

SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) — The United 
States chased Cuba and the Soviet 
Union today, seeking supremacy in the 
track and field competition at the 
World University Games. 


With 12 more gold medals at stake, 
the Americans sought to overcome the 
Russians, who had collected five so 
far, and the Cubans, who had four, 
twice as many as the United States. 
The closing day of track at the 
Levski Stadium featured American 
com petitors as favorites in four 
events. 


The Americans got a big boost 
Monday night when Clancy Edwards 
won the men’s 200meter dash, beating 
Cuban star Silvio Leonard. 
The

California student braved a strong 
wind blowing up the straight of the 
track and won in 20.46 seconds, 
preventing Leonard from a prestigious 
double after his triumph in the IOO 
meters Sunday. Leonard was second in 
20.64. 


The crowd whistled and jeered 
Leonard — who holds a season’s best in 
the world with 20.08 — as he crossed 


the finish line. 
The strongest American event today 
appeared to be the men’s 400-meter 
hurdles. Tom Andrews, also from

Cal, 
dominated 
the 
semifinals, winning his heat in 49.50 
seconds Monday. 
The Americans also had strong 
challengers in the men’s high jump 
with Franklin Jacobs of Fairleigh 
Dickinson University, in the 5,000 
meters with Duncan McDonald of 
Stanford University, and in the two 
men’s relays, the 4(H) and 1,600 meters.

Weakside S p lit End 


WILMINGTON, Ohio (AP) - The 
Cincinnati Bengals want to give Isaac 
Curtis the business. 
The result is some good news-bad 
news for pass defenders in the 
National FootbaU League. 
The good news is that Curtis, one of 
the NFL’s premier wide receivers, is 
no longer a strongside flanker. That 
means most teams won’t have to issue 
double coverage to the fleet deep 
threat. 
He is now a weakside split end, 
which is bad news for defensive backs 
who will have to handle him one-on- 
one. 
is 
The strategy behind the move 
simple. 
“We’re going to try to get Isaac 
Curtis the ball as many times as we 
can,” said Bengals’ Coach Bill 
Johnson. “There’s no secret about it. 
It’s common knowledge.” 
In football jargon, weakside means 
Curtis wiU be positioned on the op­ 
posite end of the tight end—or away 
from the side which the offense most 
frequently attacks. 
“Through the years, the receiver 
who plays on the weakside probably 
gets 
more opportunities,” 
said 
Johnson. 
“It’s a smart move,” said Detroit 
Lions’ veteran cornerback Levi 
Johnson. “That way he avoids getting 
bumped 
and 
draws 
one-on-one 
coverage.” 
Curtis expects to be busier than 
ever. 
“They can’t spend too much time 
with double coverage or rolling up on 
the weak side. They can’t ignore the 
strength,” he said. 
Curtis, in his fifth professional 


season since being drafted as a first 
round choice out of San Diego State in 
1973, is one of the fastest men in the 
NFL. 


He has averaged more than 40 
catches in each of the past four years 
for a gaudy 19.8 average per reception. 


But last year, he had only six touch­ 
down catches—a career low. 


A couple seasons ago, he expressed 
unhappiness over the infrequency he 
was being used. There was even talk 
he wanted traded. But that cooled after 
1975 when he nearly surpassed the 
1,000-yard mark in receptions. 


Curtis is happy with the switch. He 
said the pass routes are basically the 
same.

The publicity drums never beat so 
loudly. The Mets’ TV affiliate showed a

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
While the coal industry waited to see if 
miners would follow a back-to-work 
order issued Monday afternoon by 
union leaders, there was much puz­ 
zling over the resolution that ordered 
the return. 
It won’t be clear until later today 
whether miners will follow the order, 
made by unanimous resolution of the 
United Mine Workers International 
Executive Board. 
Rank and file miners leaving the 
day-long session Monday afternoon 
said they were returning to work for 60 
days in response tp the resolution. 
Miners said that, according to the 
resolution, if their grievances are not 
settled within 60 days, UMW President 
Arnold Miller will terminate the 
current contract with Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association before the 
present Dec. 6 expiration date.

There was a listing for the 
ambassador’s residence, one for a 
Montinartre-U.S. Joint International 
Boundary & Water Commission and 
one for the Theatre Du Grand-Guignol 
De Paris. 
“The phone company apparently 
became embarrassed about the press 
coverage and decided to strike Mont­ 
martre from the directory,” said Rich­ 
mond in a telephone interview early 
today. 
Richmond went to the State Public 
Service Commission on June 24 and 
again on July 5 to insist that the phone 
company had no right to withdraw 
recognition of the country.
